1. Claims 1-7, 25, 26, and 28-39 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, for 
reasons of record, specifically, for being enabling for a green fluorescent protien having a 
protease cleavage site and an amino acid sequence consisting of SEQ ID NO: 41 and not 
enabling for any other embodiment. 

Claims 1, 2, 25, 26, 28, 29, and 34 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Xu et al. This reference was attached to the previous Office Action dated 
10/24/2001 (Paper No. 10). The claims do not recite the limitations that the claimed protein is a 
single fluorescent protien molecule and the claimed insertion site is not used to link two different 
fluorescent protien molecules.
